Homegrown Strawberry 


Prices in Ared Fixed 


In answer to Innumerable in- 


quiries coming to the Quad-Cities 
District Office regarding prices of 
home grown strawberries, Robert 
M. Harper, director, issued a state- 
ment Monday as follows: 


"Prices on homegrown straw- 


berries sold by the grower to retail 
outlets throughout the district 
should not exceed 32>« cents per 
quart nt the grower's nearest ship- 
ping point. The grower, however, 
selling at established stands or de- 
livering to the consumer from 
house to house should not sell at 
a price in excess of -it cents a 
quart. 


"In areas in the district in which 


tutnl vegetable nnd fruit ceilings 
prevail, the icUnl prices should be 
computed on the grower's price 
plus the permitted markup which 
should produce a price of approxi- 
mately -11 cents a quart."

a concerted nazi local 
counter- 


attack wouldn't be mounted be- 
fore, today. It might be several 
days 
before 
reserves 
were 


brought up for a full scale as- 
sault. 


Remember that the coast-line is 


thinly held by the Germans, and 
that 
Hitler's 
reservoir of 
re- 


serves is far back of the coastal 
defenses. 
He has it strategically 


situated for quick movement in 
any direction. 


He isn't going to risk flinging 


an army-at any invasion threat 
until he is sure that it is the 
main enemy landing—or at least 
one of them. 
If he rushed a big 


force to Normandy the first thing, 
and the allies then aimed a light- 
ning 
blow 
at 
another distant 


point, he would be in a welter of 
trouble. 


As a matter of fact, one would 


expect the allies to pursue just 
such tactics. 
This doesn't mean 


that the Normandy invasion isn't 
the main one. Time alone will tell 
us that. . 


However, 
even 
if 
Normandy 


represents the main thrust. Hitler 
certainly is expecting other land- 
ings—probably several of them. 
The
